Adams closed the above-re¬ 
ferenced items with "That is 
what I thcMight." His actual 
statemen was "I realize 
that.” 

Yonur next misstatement 
indicated that Councilman 
Adams charged Atto r n e y 
Kress with “ ‘being too 
friendly and being too close 
in relationship with the City 
Administrator,’ and stated 
tliat he felt the relationship 
should bo on a purely legal- 
Council (sic) basis, tnd that 
any and all informatioir 
sought from the City Attor- 
,ney should be transmitted 
to all Councilme.n.” 

Adams actually said: 

‘‘My concern is that you 
and the City Administrator 
are becoming much too close 
in your relationship, a.nd 
that is damaging for the 
City." 

I responded: 

“Okay. You expressed it. 
and I’m totally confused. 
You have not expanded on it, 
and I don’t know whether 
you wish to, but I would ask 
you, what am I being ac¬ 
cused of, or what are the 
Administrator and I bei.ng 
accused of ,if we are ‘too 
close’? Should I call him 
twice a week instead of throe 
times? What are you talking 
about?’’ 

Adams continued: 

"What I’m saying is that, 
and it may very well be in 
my mind, ^ind if it is, then I 
will stand responsible for 
that. But I think that your 
relaionship with the City Ad¬ 
ministrator ought to be a 
purely profe.sslonal relation¬ 
ship, and that communication 
ought to be on a professional 
level. And I sense in 
watching scone of the things 
that transpired tha it’s more 
thani Just professional. I will 
leave It at that, and if you’re 
Interested In talking about 
that. I’ll be glad to call you 
and talk about it.” 

I responded: 

"I am.” 

By the way, for all Coun¬ 
cilman Adams expressed iit- 
terest in expanded communi- 
caticoi, he hasn’t bothered to 
call me since the November 
8th meeting to explain his 
assertions as he indicated he 
would.

2. Print a retraction of the 
above-cited Inaccurales. 

3. Discontinue the practice 
of writing stories about City 
Council meetings which give 
every Indication of having 
been written before the 
meetings take place, in order 
that you might better report 
v/hat actually happ e n e d, 
rather than what you THINK 
is going to happen. 

4. (Juote directly and do not 
misquote or paraphrase a;iy 
documents or correspondence 
from my office. 

5. That any charges or as¬ 
sertions forthcoming from 
Councilman Adams or Ed¬ 
wards be reported only at the 
same time an opportunity to 
respond or commeint is ex¬ 
tended. 

As you are no doubt aware, 
the Civil Code provides pro¬ 
tection to you from the pos 
sibility of a libel suit if you 
publish a "fair and true re¬ 
port” of the proceedings of 
a public meeting. The fore 
going artalvsis indicates to 
me that you may have dif¬ 
ficulty in asserting the privi¬ 
lege. 

Your reporting thus far 
strikes me as .neither fair, 
nor wholly true. 

I will separately respond 
to the remarks of Council¬ 
man Adams In another, docu¬ 
ment. My first priority was 
to correct the record and to 
demand that it be set 
straight. a

Speakin y 

Warning! 

Do you ihave a checking account in a bank? Do yob 
have a savings account in a bank or savings and loan? 
Have you had any activity on tlibse accounts In the past 
seven years? There is a State law that uses a very strange 
word and that word is "Escheat” and it can certainly 
“Cheat” you if you do ,not watch out and be careful. 

The word “Escheat” — is a word used by the state 
which lays claim to unclaimed property. New changes in 
the law now define savings accounts and checking ac¬ 
counts which have had no activity for seven years as 
dormant, and the banks and savings and loans are re¬ 
quired to send the money to the state .... There are 
three methods whereby your account can be, prevented 
from becoming dormant, and it is our suggestion you 
consult your pass books and find out if you have in- 
vokec^ any of the following three methods. 

1. That you have added to, or withdrawn from the 
account, in the past seven years. 

2. That you have had correspondence in writing with 
the bank or savings and loan, stating that you intend to 
let the fund remain there. Have carbon copies of your 
letters. 

3. You must have provided the bank or savings and 
loan with evidence by a memorandum or other record on 
file that you are aware of the account and that It is not 
to be declared dormant. j 

Posting interest to your account and the mailing of 
statements do not constitute contact with the bank or 
savings and loan. 

If you think your account may be in the area of 
seven years since you last made contact, immediately 
make a small deposit of a small withdrawal so that the 
account is marked as active, otherwise you will lose . . . 
and once It has been declared there is nothing that you. 
the bank or the savings and loan can do about it, it 
becomes the property of the state, and further, do not 
expect your bank or savings and loan to notify you . . . 
They have all they can do to keep up with the rest of 
the state laws to protect tliemselves. instead of watching 
out for you and yours. 

Many older people have deposited money in the name 
of their children, in hopes that they will have it when 
they pass on. The children are not aware of this, until 
such time as the estate goes to probate ... if it is longer 
than seven years . . . Escheat ... it is gone forever. 

Fair and Equitable! 

California emploees filing workers’ compensation cases 
should be offered "fair and eqiuitable” treatment rather 
than the liberal consideration presenU being carried out. 

A "shocking increase” in county workers’ compensa¬ 
tion claims has cost taxpayers as much as $30 million over 
the past four years. 

Reasons for this include the increased liberality in 
the decisions of the Workers’ Compensation Appeals Board 
and the Appellate Courts. 

Workers’ compensation is granted to employees when 
they are Injured on the job. Employees get temporary dis¬ 
ability payments when they are out of work with an in¬ 
jury for four days or more. They reecive $154 a week 
^^•lhich is tax free. 

Then, under the County Salary Ordinance, the remain¬ 
der of their normal salary is paid them as an employee 
benefit. 

It is the contetnion of many tliat the following legis¬ 
lative changes are needed to bring about a more equitable 
and reasonable workers’ compensation system: 

_ Tighten requirements for filing cumulative trauma 

(stress and .strain) cases by amending the current law 
to provide employment must be a substantial contributing 
factor in order for a stress and strain claim to ruled in¬ 
dustrial. 

_ Provide for full apportionment of all workers com¬ 
pensation costs to non-industrial factors. 

—- Establish a statute of limitations of three years for 
tihe filing of stress and strain cases. 

_ Establish rules and regulations which would elim¬ 
inate the provision for reimbursement of medical-legal 
costs where these additional expenses are not necessary. 

Amend the Labor Code to provide that an employer’s 
interest credit, when commutation or lump sum payment 
is granted, wil Ibe based on the prevailing interest rates 
being paid by savings and loan companies. 

Departments which, have the most disability claims 
are Sheriff, Fire, Hospltols and the Department of Public 
Social Services. 

The People Must Know

Last week I visited with (California Assemblyman 
Henry Mello of Santa Cruz. Assemblyman Mello is vice 
chairman of the Assembly Revenue and Taxation Com¬ 
mittee. He said he was in favor of the concept of the 
petition to control property taxation, for which petitions 
are being circulated and signed in a statewide campaign 
now. 

Assemblyman Mello was concerned about low and 
fixed income homeowners who he said were depriving 
themselves of food, in order to pay property taxes and to 
keep the state from taking their homes by tax fore¬ 
closure. Mello said this was a very serious matter and 
that these people, of which there are a great many suf¬ 
fering severe hardship. 

He also said that the recently enacted law to permit 
senior citizens age 62 or over with fixed and limited 
incomes to postpone their property taxes until they either 
sell their homes or die, would not attract more than about 
lOOO takers. He said there was great reluctance on tlie 
part of those w'ho had earned and paid for their home.^^ 
to permit the state to .have a lien on their homes the 
mi.niute they chose to forego their property taxes, and 
that to avoid this these people who out down on their 
food to avoid these state liens. 

I opposed this proposal when it was proposed for the 
ballot at the last election and wrote the ballot argument 
against it. I considered it a scheme to make the property 
taxpayers think they were to get some relief which would 
turn out to be a farce, and force property tax raises on 
other home owners to make up the difference. Now, ac¬ 
cording to Assemblyman Mello it was a bad proposition 
to begin with. 

Here again, is more proof that the only way to get 
any property tax relief at all is to do it by signing the 
presently circulated petitions to limit property taxes. Only 
the people can get the kind of tax laws they so badly 
need if they do it themselves. Petitions can be secured 
by aclling 936-4982 or 988-8737. Petitions can be signed 
at the office of the Sierra Madre News. The deadline for 
signatures is November 25, 1977. All of those who have 
signed petitions in their possession are urged to send them 
in at once. 

I found Assemblyman Mello to be a very intelligent 
and qualified legislator, and he had previously been a 
County Supervisor, and understood California’s tax prob¬ 
lems as well as anyone in the state.

Q. I very often read that 
fewer individuals are ii>ves- 
ting and that institutions are 
dominating the stockmarket. 
I’ve been an individual irk- 
vestor for many years, and 
I’ve done very well. Eton’1 
you believe the individual in¬ 
vestor can do well In suite 
of the amount of stocks 
bought and owned by insti¬ 
tutions? 

A. — In my experience, 
the individual cannot only 
do well as an inve.stor, there 
Is even a good likelihood that 
he wiU run circles around 
a great many professional 
Investor groups. For i n - 
stance, the National Associ¬ 
ation of Investment Clubs 
has Just completed Its annual 
review of the earning records 
of Its member clubs for the 
past ten years. Their aver¬ 
age compounded annual rate 
of earnings for that period 
is 8.36 per cent. Becker Se¬ 
curities Institutional Funds 
Evaluation Service, a Chic¬ 
ago agency that studies the 
records of institutional in¬ 
vestors, reports that for the 
last ten years, the average 
rate of return for profes¬ 
sionally - managed pens i o ir 
funds and bank was 4.1 i)er 
cent. There’s plenty of room 
to argue about averages, but 
the difference is substantial 
and suggests that individuals 
who stick with sound prin¬ 
ciples over a long period of 
time can do very well in¬ 
deed. 

Much of the growth in in¬ 
stitutional Invest! n g has 
come through the develop¬ 
ment Of the pension fund 
system. The federal govern¬ 
ment has given this type of 
organization many advan¬ 
tages: and I believe, most of 
us are very pleased that it 
has. These funds are owned 
by the employees of the 
companies that have set 
them up; and as some writ¬ 
ers have pointed out, th" 
wealth of the country is 
being transferred to em¬ 
ployees via pension funds, so 
we as individuals own them, 
too. 

The individual really has a 
great deal more flexibility in 
his invesiment program than 
does the institution. He is 
free to put his money in 
some of tte smaller, rapidly 
growing companies that in¬ 
stitutions would not choose 
Ijecause of their limited mar- 
ket-ability. 

Q. — You have said that 
it is wise to watch the price 
earnings ratio of a stock and 
sell it when it gets too high 
-.by past standards. I have a 
stock that I bought a couple 
of years ago when the price- 
earnings ratio was seven 
and now it is 22. Is this a 
good time to sell? 

A. — Are you trying to 
trap me? The stock you own 
is a steel company: and the 
reason the price - earnings 
ratio has gone so high is 
because, while the price is 
down, the earnings per share 
are way down. Consequently, 
the price divided by the 
much reduced earnings gives 
a very high ratio. This is 
not uncommon In what we 
call cyclical stocks. Such 
companies often see their 
earnings go down sharply 
in a bad pieriod for their in¬ 
dustry and consequently the 
price - earnings ratio goes 
way above normal. 'The im¬ 
portant question in this case 
is not what the price - eam- 
inge ratio is, but how soon 
the difficult position of the 
corporation can be reversed.
